FAMOUS GARDENS OP ANCIENT 


AND MODERN TIMES ARE 


DESCRIBED 


A fine program sponsored by the 


flower section of the Covina Wo* 
man's club was presented Tuesday 
evening at the clubhouse. Mrs. Alice 
Clapp sang a number of songs thai 
prepared the listeners for the inter- 
esting lecture that followed. The 
songs were "I'll Sing Thee Songs 
of Araby," from Cantata Bookh, 
"Kashmiri Song," by Woodforc 
Finden, "Thank Qod For a Garden,' 
by Teresa del Eiego. 


Captain Dudley S. Corlett, the 


speaker, told of the earliest known 
gardens and famous gardens thru 
the ages down to the present garden 
all Los Angeles county is interested 
in—tho Botanic gardens. One of the 
interesting early gardens was plant- 
ed by Queen Hathepsut on the banks 
of the Nile. The garden was plant- 
ed around the Temple Der El Bahari 
and in it she planted incense and 
myrrh trees from Samarialand.

The pavilions in the gar- 
den have dirt roofs and flowers and 
plants cover the tops of them. This 
Shalimar garden was planted by the 
Mur Jahan that her husband- might 
have a peaceful place to go to rest.

CONSULTING ENGINEERS TO 


SEVER CONNECTIONS WITH 


FLOOD CONTROL DISTRICT 


James W. Reagan, D. 0. Henny and J. B. Lippincott, con- 


sulting engineers in the employ of the Los Angeles flood control 
district, will sever their connections with this work on Decem- 
ber first, according to a resolution passed this week by the 
county board of supervisors. 


The work of building the great* 


San Gabriel dam, a $25,000,000 pro- 
ject, and the completion of all other 
flood control work now in progress, 
will be conducted, by Chief Engineoi 
E. o. Eaton, ttffaer"tie" 'fflrectton pj 
the board of supervisors,"!!'* was an- 
nounced. 


This decision to dispense with the 


consulting board was made some 
time ago, in fact it was stated at 
the time that the consulting board 
was- employed that they would be 
retained only as long as the present 
projects were moving toward a solu- 
tion, and that when contracts had 
been awarded, the board would cease 
to function. 


Chief Engineer Eaton will super 


vise the building of the San Gabriel 
dam from the engineering stand- 
point, with resident engineers in tho 
canyon under his direction. 
The 


board of supervisors at all times will 
be in charge of the -work directly, 
it was announced. 
The board of 


supervisors declared that the expen 
diture of $22,500 per year for the 
salaries of these engineers would 
riot be justified following the getting 
of the big dam contract. 


While tho board of supervisors 


praised the work of each individual 
member of the consulting board, the 
body took occasion to give special 
mention to J. W. Eeagan, who was 
chief engineer before the appoint 
ment of Eaton. In a resolution pass 
ed, Reagan was credited with much 
of the foundational work of flood 
control in this county. With his re- 
tirement, however, it is expected by 
citizens interested in flood control 
that the constant controversy raging 
in the flood control offices for several 
years will cease, and that the way 
will be cleared for rapid and intelli- 
gent engineering work without the 
presence of clashing personalities. 


It was pointed out yesterday at 


the hall of records by citizens who 
have had flood control closely on 
their minds for many years that tho 
system of allowing the chief engin- 
eer to confer directly with the board 
of supervisors without other inter- 
ference will probably be tho best 
system of handling this immense pro- 
ject, especially because of the fact 
;hat the board members are thoroly 
acquainted with all the problems in- 
volved. Chairman McClellan, one of 
:he original pioneers in flood con- 
trol, is one of the best qualified to 
jass upon the successive stops in 
construction, while Sidney Graves, 
H. W. Wright and Fred Beaty have 
•xll been closely identified with the 
work for several years. It is under- 
stood that the new member, Mr. 
Shaw, of one of the Los Angeles 
districts, ia heartily in accord with 
other members of the board.

Stucco Contractor 


Our work includes many of 
the best homes in Covina 


Why We Are 
Thankful- 


it might not be out of the way. to enumerate a few of 


the major blessings that have come to the San Gabriel 
valley. 
Some of the blessings that have come because of , 


the 'work and faith of men and women of past years, we 
mean, and which are now being enjoyed, or will be, within 
a short time. 
First, perhaps, is the fact that the orange and lemon 


industry has found its feet as never before in the forty odd 
years of its history in the valley. The ancient hymn says: 


"Frost and storms we'll fear no more, 


When we reach that Heavenly shore." 


But this is literally true in the San Gabriel valley today, 


where man has suffered because he did not know how to 
control temperatures. 
Ninety per cent of the orchard ter- 


ritory is now under an adequate heating system. We have 
thrown away the old fallacy that this valley is frostless. 
"Ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you 
free." We now accept the idea that killing frosts are to 
come every year. 
They don't always come, but we are 


ready for them. This in turn has vastly bettered the physi- 
cal condition of the groves. The unprecedented crop now 
on the trees is directly attributable to the fact that the 
trees have not been shocked by freezes for a number of 
years, plus the care and feeding made possible thru profits. 
We should be deeply thankful for this tremendous step 
forward. 
We should thank those men of the past who finally de- 


cided to meet the water question courageously and candid- 
ly, and provided pumping systems to augment the flow from 
the canyon. Some of us remember vividly the dry years 
when orchards suffered for water, probably as much of a 
detriment to the groves as a freeze. That is all in the past. 
There is plenty of water for the entire acreage any month 
in the year. 
We should be thankful that the long controversy con- 


cerning just how to build the great San Gabriel canyon 
flood control dam is at an end, and that this mighty struc- 
ture will begin to rise next year. All things have an end, 
even an engineering war. In six or seven years from now 
the San Gabriel river will be forever denied the privilege 
of going on a rampage, destroying many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars worth of property, as well as endangering 
lives. 


AVe should be deeply thankful for a one hundred per 


cent white community, with a school system without peer 
anywhere in the United States—for the horde of young 
people, well dressed, healthy and happy that swarm into 
our streets as these institutions end their sessions each day. 
Here we have school buildings and equipment that would 
have been looked upon with awe and longing by the so- 
called universities of forty years ago. 


These are just a few of the blessings that are ours, add- 


ed to which is the fact that, altho 3,000 miles away from the 
seat of government of the United States, we are equal part- 
ners in that government, and without question the best 
government the world has ever devised. We are at peace 
with everybody. 
There is an indication that universal 


peace for all time is no longer an iridescent dream. We 
thank whatever gods there be that we live in the Covma 
valley in southern California, in the United States of 
America in this three hundredth year since the forefathers 
raised their voices of praise for deliverance from starvation.

The cutting of Christmas trees is not a menace to for- 


estry, according to accredited authority replying to a ques- 
tion by the department of research and education of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America. A 
churchman, we read in the department's weekly bulletin, 
Information Service, asked whether the cutting and com- 
mercial use of our evergreens is destructive, and, if it is 
destructive, whether churches and civic agencies could pro- 
mote a campaign to curtail and ultimately do away with the 
Christmas tree business. The department, we are told, im- 
mediately consulted the United States forest service and 
numerous foresters in all parts of the country. Foresters, 
generally, we read, agree that the United States needs a 
policy of reforestation and prevention of waste, in order 
to be assured of an adequate supply of certain woods for 


' the future. The cutting of Christmas trees is, however, a 


minor, almost negligible, factor in the situation.
